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Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 37 CF.R. 1.52 (b) (6) states (emphasis 
added) 'The number should consist of at least four numerals enclosed in square brackets, including leading zeros 
(e.g., [0001 ])", it is noted that applicant has only used one or two numerals without the required leading zeros. 
It is noted that:

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the 
rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent m the United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by the cited patent of 
Shepard (5,943,347) which teaches (see column 5, lines 18-21): 

a network interface operable to receive a data packet having a header (508) 

and a processor coupled to the network interface and operable to perform a checksum operation on the 

received data packet (509) 

and operable to change the received data packet in response to the checksum operation (510). 
Shepard (5,943,347) further teaches that the packets are TCP data packets (column 5, line 6), IP data 
packets (column 1, lines 26-28) or UDP packets (column 5, line 6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-13 are allowed. 

Claims 5-7 and 15-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure: Karim et 
al is cited to show another prior art teaching of the combination of applicant's claim 14. Anand et al and Melzer et 
al (5,898,713) are cited to show prior art teachings of offloading data packet checksum operations.
